THE PAPER SHORTAGE 
SHIPPING SPACE WANTED 


The difficulties of obtaining paper 
supplies. as well as supplies of other stocks 
80 Tim, required in their business, were 
referred to by Mr. George A. Thompson, 
Pe ll "a the annual meeting of Hely’s, 
Limited, in Dublin yesterday. 

The firm had, he said, come through a 
very trying year with reduced profits, but 
greater than the board had at one time 
expected. Profits showed a fall of £2,500, 
which would have been greater but for the 
fact that in the previous year they provided 
a larger sum to meet taxation than sub- 
sai roved necessary. 

knew of the paper shortage— 
ties hea: only to take up their morning 
paper to be reminded dally of it—and. 
they could easily visualise what such a 
shortage meant to a firm e Hely’s. 
Limited, where paper was the basis of 
most of its products and the food for its 
valuable machinery. Early in the war 
they had made heavy purchases of paper 
and packaging paper, but two years’ trading 
had made heavy inroads on stocks. Each 
successive month had made supplies more 
difficult to obtain. and he could not see 
any easement oí the position until the war 
was over and shipping became available— 
‘the latter being unlikely for a long period 
efter peace was signed. They had large 
consignments living at the docks at New 
York. These had to be paid for at the 
time the order was placed, but they saw 
little hope of delivery in the near future. 

The demand for goods in their 
ctationery. fancies, sports and wholesale 
departments had been very persistent, and, 
thanks to their large stocks, much of which 
they were able to replace from time to 
time, they h had a very § snecessful 
year’s trading. 

Unfortunately, many of the lines in 
their wholesale warerooms were now com- 
Eas off the market, and each day 

rought new difficulties, 

When considering the amount of dividend 
and bonus now being paid, he asked them 
to remember that, from the foundation of 
the company, large sums in surplus nrofits 
had been retained in the besiness, and that 
whilst 15 per cent. was being paid on the 
original capital that represented less than

THE STOCK MARKET 


Your directors are giving close attention 
to the tendency of trustee securities to 
give a reduced return on the money in- 
vested in them, due to the high cost they 
have attained on the stock market. In 
addition, they are concerned with the re- 
duced net interest yield from these snd 
other investments, due to the high figure 
of income tax. This tendency of reduced 
yield is likely to continue for the. present, 
until the ordinary stock market in in- 
dustrial shares gives promise of a sg ecater 
security than present unsettled conditions 
‘permit.
